based on three principles—Democ­ 
racy, Nationalism and Livelihood 
He adds:

meaningful we should at this time 
introduce Democracy and Consti­ 
tutionalism and consolidate Nation­ 
al unity.” 
Now lest we get u distorted, and 
perhaps uncharitable, view of the 
situation, we should recognize that 
tliis huge country is In the tran­ 
sitional period between the three 
centuries of corrupt Manchu rule 
and the Democracy which was the 
goal of Sun Yat Sen’s revolution. In 
the melting-pot still are war-lords 
who are relics of the Manchu re­ 
gime. Besides the Kuomintang and 
Communist political 
factions. 
It’s 
one of history's great political prob­ 
lems, and therefore shouldn’t be 
judged hastily. 
Weak Peace Link 
However, it will be a disappoint­ 
ment if now, with the Jap war out 
of the way, the Chungking govern­ 
ment and the Communists can't 
resolve their differences and get 
a stable government which will per­ 
mit a terribly disorganized China 
to get on its feet. Tile plea that a 
dictatorship has been justified be­ 
cause of the melting-pot period will 
no longer be valid. Until internal 
tranquility is restored to China, she 
will bt' a dangerously weak link in 
the peace chain which the United 
Nations are trying to forge
